Capt. John Christie Barr, who was 


well known during the pioneer days 
in Bismarck and the entire North- 
west and who now is a resident of Ta- 
coma, Washington, has been elected, 
commander of the (Military Order of 
the Loyal 
Legion of Washington, 


which is composed of the officers 
who served in the Civil War and their 
sons and heirs. 


Capt. Barr, at the annual reunion of 


the order, told an interesting story of 
an experience with Ulysses S. Grant 
during the Civil War. 
Capt. Barr 


served in the l%Jon navy during that 
conflict. 


"The first time I recall seeing and 


(bearing Gem Grant," said apt. Barr, 
"was two days after the bat-.le of 
Shiloh, when Grant was rather super- 
ceded by Gen. Hallock. The next time 
was when I tried to make him get out 


> of bed. 
"This was during the slegs of Vicks- 


•burg. 
I was on the Flagship Black 


-Hawk, of the Mississippi squadron, 
under command of Admiral Porter. 
We were anchored at the mouth of 
the Yazoo river, but moved up Deer 
creek until we were caught between 
the confederate gunboats. ' General 
Grant was With us at the time and 
he and Admiral Porter decided that 
we had better get out of there. We 
were ordered to take the general out 
on the' dispatch boat on on our way 
we became lost in the dark. None 
of us had had any sleep for two days 
and nights and soon Grant went be- 
low for a nap. A little later I started 
to turn in and found my berth occu- 
pied by one whom I took to be Gun- 
ner Eugene Mack. 


Tried to Rouse Him 
"I tried to rouse him and insiste.l 


on his getting out of my bed. He 
mumbled a bit, then asked me it 1 
wanted'to go to sleep. Then it was 
that he offered me half of my own 
bed. 
1 turned in with him. When, 


at 4 a. m. we were again called on 
duty I found this man already up an'l 
indulging in a toddy. Upon asking 
him where he had secured his liquor 
be said it was some that he had 
with him and invited me to partake 
with h'im. It was only when I lifte'l 
my glass to his in a toast that I at 
last recognized General Grant him- 
eelf. I was, of course, worried about 
the occurrence, but the general never 
said a word."

Man's battle for good roads has been going on

America has an epidemic of "radio flu," says 


Godfrey Isaacs, managing director of Marconi's 
wireless company. 


He thinks our 'radiophone boom is premature, 


and that the equipment we are using will soon be 
primitive. 


That may be. But the radio craze in our coun- 


try will develop the wireless industry 10 times as 
fast as if it had been left to laboratory scientists 
and corporations.

| kept their fingers very gingerly away from those 
(certain primary results which may be taken to 
bear directly on the subject of the bonus; and the 
reason is apparent. They have taken all kinds

| business now to admit they were wrong. 


In Pennsylvania six well known members of 


the House were defeated for renomination. 
A 
| like fate befell two prominent members in Illinois. 
Every member of this octette was for the bonus 
on the ground that the service men demanded it 
jand the people approved it. Senator Pepper was 
jrenominated overwhelmingly in Pennsylvania, 
.though he was against the bonus and said he 
.could "conceive of no worse use for public money 
,than to distribute it in doles to young, healthy, 
self-respecting men merely because they dis- 
charged the duties of citizens of their age." 


Bcveridge could not have been nominated in In- 


diana and Pepper in Pennsylvania and the eight 
members of the House could not have been beaten 
in the two states named if the service men and 
| people generally had been avid for the bonus. 
(Perhaps this is being borne in upon the conscious- 
ness of Capital Hill. Little is heard of bonus leg- 
islation ; nothing is being done. Public opinion is 
not always expressed by politicians and special 
interests. Sometimes it takes a long while before 
Washington roalizes what public opinion is. — St.

For Strictest Amateur Rule in Student Sport 


The question of professionalism in 


college sports has become a very im- 
portant one throughout the whole coun- 
try. 
» 
" ' 


In principle there are few dissent- 


ers from the view that the amateur 
status must be maintained among stu- 
dent athletes with all strictness. iHow- 
ever, there's just one exception favor- 
ed in some quarters. Those who sup- 
port this exception maintain that 
there's no, good reason why tho mem- 
bers of college team* shouldn't play 
baseball for money during vacation 
without classing themselves among 
professionals. Otherwise, it's argued, 
some of them might not be able to 
stay in athletics or even to continue 
their education. 


Writing under the heading "Profes- 


sionalism in College Athletics," in the 
Michigan Chimes, student paper of the 
University of Michigan, Coach Field- 
ing H. Yost, director of intercollegiate 
athletics, regretfully admits the sound- 
ness of this contention, but ''the rules," 
he says, must be made for the many 
and not for tho few. 


Must Maintain Rule. 


"One 
sport,'' he adds, "cannot for 


long be differentiated from the others, 
nor can one season." 


In short, Yost asserts, in effect, it 


baseball and the vacation season arc 
to be made exceptions, then the ex- 
ceptions will become the rule. And 
then what? 
"In the first place," says Yost, "the 


college toams would be composed al- 
most entirely of professionals. 
The 


ordinary students could not hope to 


compete against the professional with 
his great advantage in practice and 
training. A comparative few would be 
set aside as 'the athletes.' They would 
be trained and developed at the ex- 
pense of the university under coaches 
paid by the university, to be turned 
over at the close of their college ca- 
reers to the managers of the profes- 
sional teams. 


Quite Too Perfect. 


"Athletic contests would become 


mere spectacles." 


Yost admits that these "spectacles" 


would approach "technical perfection," 
but evidently he doesn't consider this 
the way college money should be spent. 
And "in rality," he remarks, "athletics 
have a much more important function 
to perform to our colleges." 


True, he says, relatively few stu- 


dents take an important part even in 
amateur athletics, but he points out 
that "the possibility is always open 
to anyone to try for the team, and be- 
sides, the actual number isn't so small, 
more than 4,00ft men having partici- 
pated "in each of four of the Western 
Conference universities during the 
school year 1920-1921." 


And Anally Yost doesn't even think 


professional sport would be good for 
the men who profited by it temporar- 
ily. "The comparative ease with which 
an athletic could get money," he says, 
"would foster habits of idleness and 
the desire to 'get something for noth- 
ing,' which would make it difficult for 
him to undergo the discipline and hard 
work of ordinary business when he 
had finished his athletic career."
